"I claim that for a year before tb» 


Can Company was organised, its fu- 
ture president, Edwin Norton, went 
about the country getting options on 
can-making plants. He did this by 
telling the can-makers that be repre- 
sented Dan Reid and other big mo- 
guls in the Tin Plate Trust and that 
if they didn't get into the combina- 
tion they would hare one of their own 
cans to their tails. 


"Anyhow, they got in. 
"And most of them were prosperous 


and making money, (some of them 
on a million dollar investment) with- 
out the combination. 


"McDonald, of the Mersereau Can 


Company, of Brooklyn, testified that 
when he refused an option to Norton, 
Norton said to him: 


"'M you dont sign that option I 


will put you out of business. We will 
wipe you off the slate. Where are you 
going to get your tin plate from? In- 
side of sixty days after this company 
is organised it will become a constitu- 
ent part of the U. S. Steel Corpora- 
tion.' 


"The elimination of competition 


was expressly urged by Norton as 
one of the grounds for the formation 
of the American Can Company. 


"Immediately after the Can Com- 


pany was formed, prices were advanc- 
ed by the combination from 10 to 100 
per cent. But it is significant that 
there was no corresponding advance 
in tbe price of tin plate, pig tin and 
lead aad other can materials. 


"The American Company is four 


times as large as its largest competi- 
tor; aad in 1913 ite total sales exceed- 
ed $11,174,874 the total sales of all 
competitors. 


"The American Can Company fixes 


all can prices. The minutes of the 
company's meeting, December 30th, 
1903 shows that 'on motion duly sec- 
onded it was ordered that the selling 
price of packers cans for the next 
season be left to Messrs. Reid and 
Assmann, to fix according to their 
judgment.' The same thing was done 
ia 1913, naming officials to fix the 
prices. 


"Oliver W. Johnson, of The Wheel- 


ing Can Company, second largest 
competitor of the American Can Com- 
pany, says that his firm is largely 
governed by the prices of the Ameri- 
can Can Company, names no prices 
until it has named them and as a. rule 
adheres strictly to these prices. 


"A New Jersey can-maker named 


Magle referred to the formation of 
the combine by saying: 


'"Some of the people I met over 


there in New York City considered 
they were performing an act in the 
name of Esau and Jacob by signing 
away their right to go into business. 
To a majority of the -can-makers it is 
a matter of sell out or be froze out.' 


"Peter L. Lueweaver, a small can- 


maker in Baltimore, whose plant was 
acquired by the American Can Com- 
pany, said: 


"'I met Mr. Norton in the morn- 


ing. 
He said he was here for the last 


tame and if I wanted to give him an 
option on my plant I would have to 
ffive it to him then. I had held off. 
I did not sell, until I found that all 
the rest of them had sold. 


"Lincweaver's only business now is 


repairing tin roofs, spouts, stoves and 
furnaces.'"

tor which cannot bo located. It is more 
noticeable when thero ia a strain on the 
motor. Can you explain it? 


A bent valve stem will in nearly 


every case cause a knock to bo heard. 
If the valve springs of any one cylin- 
der arc rreak that cylinder may mis- 
fire and give the effect of a part slight- 
ly loose. See if the valve and igntyioa 
timing nre correct. Perhaps the noise 
you hear is nothing more than a valve 
slap, which is caused by the valve seat- 
lag improperly.

The best way to seal the cracks Is to 


play a torch on the compound so as to 
melt It In the proximity of the breaks.

A fairly gaod method Is as follows: 


TaWrg No. 1 cylinder, get both valves 
go they are.closed. Then turn the mo- 
tor over slowly and watch for the next 
cylinder to have both Its valvca closed. 
This will be the nest cylinder to flre. 
Continue turning the motor crank 
shaft, and note the next cylinder, with 
its valves closed, and so on. Another 
method Is to open the petcocks, and 
by holding the hand over them one at 
a time the older of the suction strokes 
ran be found and bence the flrinir or- 
der. 


Can you give me some information on 


casehardening eteel? 


Casehardeulne of iron or steel refers 


to a process of causing steel, after be- 
ing sufficiently heated, to absorb a cer- 
tain amount of carbon, so that the re- 
sulting mass will have a coating or 
case of a lelatively hard substance. 
The process of doing the work varies^ 
and a great variety of carbonaceous 
substances are used for introducing 
the caiUon into the metal. Solids are 
used more extensively than either 
liquids or gases for this work, and 
some of the more common substances 
are charcoal obtained from wood or 
bone, charzed leather, a mixture of 
borlum carbonate and charcoal In the 
proportions of 40 tof CO per cent respec- 
tively, powdered bone, salt, 10 per cent; 
charcoal, 90 per cent; animal black, 
charcoal and potassium carbonate, po- 
tassium cyanide; etc. 


The extent of the hardening—that Is, 


the thickness of the case—will be de- 
pendent upon three things—namely, the 
temperature of the part to be harden- 
ed, the time the heated metal is in con- 
tact with the carbonaceous material 
and tbe kind of material used for pro- 
daring the case. The usual casehard- 
ening temperature ia 1,650 degrees F., 
but the higher the temperature the 
deeper will be tbe case. The article to 
be hardened is heated in a furnace and 
when a cherry red is removed and em- 
bedded in the hardening material. 
After removal it sometimes is custom- 
ary to beat treat tbe casehardened 
steel. This is done by reheating to 
about the same temperature or higher, 
if possible, and then quenching in wa- 
ter or oil. A second heating often is 
given, but not as high as either of the 
others.

I am troubled by the email clips on 


my springs working loose and causing 
a diaagi-eeable rattle. I do not wish to 
remove the clips, but ehould tike to 
know how to prevent their rattling. 


Perhaps the simplest way to prevent 


loose clips of this description from rat- 
tling Is to wind tbe clip, especially the 
part passing over the top tesf of the 
spring, with ordinary ttra or electri- 
cian's tape. If this is neatly wound 
and painted to match tbe spring It will 
not look like a bit of patchwork and It 
will effectually prevent the clip from 
rattling or squeaking. 


Why does a motor misfire wtth the 


spark fully advanced at high speed? 


The trouble probably is due to the 


Interrupter points being too far apart 
on the break. However, while this 
may cause the misfiring, there may be | 
trouble with the breaker box and its 
connections. 


I am having trouble with my lubrica- 


tion and ignition system. So Large a 
quantity of oil is fed that the motor 
amokes constantly and carbon forms 
very rapidly. Especially is this time in 
the rear cylinder, from which the oil 
exudes constantly. 


The trouble Is caused by too much on 


setting above the piston, which Is due 
either to p<*rly fitting rings or a worn 
cylinder, or it may be that the con- 
necting rod scoops are too long and 
thus too much oil is splashed. Do not 
put too much oil into the crank case— 
that is, lower the level slightly, and if 
the trouble ceases have the scoops on 
tbe rod ends filed down slightly and 
thfn rilsc the level

Besetting of the magneto will depend 


•upon conditions. Setting it abend will 
cause tbe motor to stop if tbe throttle 
Is set down too far. If it is possible to 
use a larger carburetor and intake 
header It is best to do so, for if the 
intake valves, are made larger more 
Mixture can be accommodated. The 
frictional loss in tbo motor is reduced 
somewhat by removing one of the pis- 
ton rings, but If the pistons have but 
two narrow rings this should not be 
done. Ughter pistons will help mat- 
toes metertally. Some use pistons of 
magaaliuna, steel or semisteel, while 
others take the old pistons and drill 
holes In tbesa. Care ehould be taken 
in doing this work that each piston 
weighs the same as any of the other 
pistons. If possible use lighter con- 
necting rods, but it would not do to 
remove metal from the old ones, for 
the strength might be impaired. New 
rods of stronger metal and thinner sec- 
tions or hollow rods are better. 


A pressure oHtaff system with a hand

The ose of denatured alcohol is sim- 


ple. It is best used when the eagine 
ia hot, as immediately after a run. If 
the carbon deposit is slight it usually 
is not difficult to be removed, but if 
the deposit is a heatr one it may be 
necessary to remove the spark plugs 
of the cylinders to be operated on and 
fill the combustion chambers with al- 
cohol, leaving it to soak overnight It 
is obvious that only two cylinders of 
a four cylinder engine can be treated 
at tbe same time, for the simple rea- 
sons that white two of the pistons are 
at the top of the stroke the other two 
will be at the bottom. The alcohol 
can be removed with a gun. When tbe 
engine is started up the carbon. If suf- 
ficiently loosened, will be thrown out 
Of course the treatment will vary ia 
proportion to tbe thickness and hard- 
ness of the deposit.

"'M you dont sign that option I 


will put you out of business. We will 
wipe you off the slate. Where are you 
going to get your tin plate from? In- 
side of sixty days after this company 
is organised it will become a constitu- 
ent part of the U. S. Steel Corpora- 
tion.' 


"The elimination of competition 


was expressly urged by Norton as 
one of the grounds for the formation 
of the American Can Company. 


"Immediately after the Can Com- 


pany was formed, prices were advanc- 
ed by the combination from 10 to 100 
per cent. But it is significant that 
there was no corresponding advance 
in tbe price of tin plate, pig tin and 
lead aad other can materials. 


"The American Company is four 


times as large as its largest competi- 
tor; aad in 1913 ite total sales exceed- 
ed $11,174,874 the total sales of all 
competitors. 


"The American Can Company fixes 


all can prices. The minutes of the 
company's meeting, December 30th, 
1903 shows that 'on motion duly sec- 
onded it was ordered that the selling 
price of packers cans for the next 
season be left to Messrs. Reid and 
Assmann, to fix according to their 
judgment.' The same thing was done 
ia 1913, naming officials to fix the 
prices. 


"Oliver W. Johnson, of The Wheel- 


ing Can Company, second largest 
competitor of the American Can Com- 
pany, says that his firm is largely 
governed by the prices of the Ameri- 
can Can Company, names no prices 
until it has named them and as a. rule 
adheres strictly to these prices. 


"A New Jersey can-maker named 


Magle referred to the formation of 
the combine by saying: 


'"Some of the people I met over 


there in New York City considered 
they were performing an act in the 
name of Esau and Jacob by signing 
away their right to go into business. 
To a majority of the -can-makers it is 
a matter of sell out or be froze out.' 


"Peter L. Lueweaver, a small can- 


maker in Baltimore, whose plant was 
acquired by the American Can Com- 
pany, said: 


"'I met Mr. Norton in the morn- 


ing. 
He said he was here for the last 


tame and if I wanted to give him an 
option on my plant I would have to 
ffive it to him then. I had held off. 
I did not sell, until I found that all 
the rest of them had sold. 


"Lincweaver's only business now is 


repairing tin roofs, spouts, stoves and 
furnaces.'"

It is more 
noticeable when thero ia a strain on the 
motor. Can you explain it? 


A bent valve stem will in nearly 


every case cause a knock to bo heard. 
If the valve springs of any one cylin- 
der arc rreak that cylinder may mis- 
fire and give the effect of a part slight- 
ly loose. See if the valve and igntyioa 
timing nre correct. Perhaps the noise 
you hear is nothing more than a valve 
slap, which is caused by the valve seat- 
lag improperly.

A fairly gaod method Is as follows: 


TaWrg No. 1 cylinder, get both valves 
go they are.closed. Then turn the mo- 
tor over slowly and watch for the next 
cylinder to have both Its valvca closed. 
This will be the nest cylinder to flre. 
Continue turning the motor crank 
shaft, and note the next cylinder, with 
its valves closed, and so on. Another 
method Is to open the petcocks, and 
by holding the hand over them one at 
a time the older of the suction strokes 
ran be found and bence the flrinir or- 
der. 


Can you give me some information on 


casehardening eteel? 


Casehardeulne of iron or steel refers 


to a process of causing steel, after be- 
ing sufficiently heated, to absorb a cer- 
tain amount of carbon, so that the re- 
sulting mass will have a coating or 
case of a lelatively hard substance. 
The process of doing the work varies^ 
and a great variety of carbonaceous 
substances are used for introducing 
the caiUon into the metal. Solids are 
used more extensively than either 
liquids or gases for this work, and 
some of the more common substances 
are charcoal obtained from wood or 
bone, charzed leather, a mixture of 
borlum carbonate and charcoal In the 
proportions of 40 tof CO per cent respec- 
tively, powdered bone, salt, 10 per cent; 
charcoal, 90 per cent; animal black, 
charcoal and potassium carbonate, po- 
tassium cyanide; etc. 


The extent of the hardening—that Is, 


the thickness of the case—will be de- 
pendent upon three things—namely, the 
temperature of the part to be harden- 
ed, the time the heated metal is in con- 
tact with the carbonaceous material 
and tbe kind of material used for pro- 
daring the case. The usual casehard- 
ening temperature ia 1,650 degrees F., 
but the higher the temperature the 
deeper will be tbe case. The article to 
be hardened is heated in a furnace and 
when a cherry red is removed and em- 
bedded in the hardening material. 
After removal it sometimes is custom- 
ary to beat treat tbe casehardened 
steel. This is done by reheating to 
about the same temperature or higher, 
if possible, and then quenching in wa- 
ter or oil. A second heating often is 
given, but not as high as either of the 
others.

I am troubled by the email clips on 


my springs working loose and causing 
a diaagi-eeable rattle. I do not wish to 
remove the clips, but ehould tike to 
know how to prevent their rattling. 


Perhaps the simplest way to prevent 


loose clips of this description from rat- 
tling Is to wind tbe clip, especially the 
part passing over the top tesf of the 
spring, with ordinary ttra or electri- 
cian's tape. If this is neatly wound 
and painted to match tbe spring It will 
not look like a bit of patchwork and It 
will effectually prevent the clip from 
rattling or squeaking. 


Why does a motor misfire wtth the 


spark fully advanced at high speed? 


The trouble probably is due to the 


Interrupter points being too far apart 
on the break. However, while this 
may cause the misfiring, there may be | 
trouble with the breaker box and its 
connections. 


I am having trouble with my lubrica- 


tion and ignition system. So Large a 
quantity of oil is fed that the motor 
amokes constantly and carbon forms 
very rapidly. Especially is this time in 
the rear cylinder, from which the oil 
exudes constantly. 


The trouble Is caused by too much on 


setting above the piston, which Is due 
either to p<*rly fitting rings or a worn 
cylinder, or it may be that the con- 
necting rod scoops are too long and 
thus too much oil is splashed. Do not 
put too much oil into the crank case— 
that is, lower the level slightly, and if 
the trouble ceases have the scoops on 
tbe rod ends filed down slightly and

Besetting of the magneto will depend 


•upon conditions. Setting it abend will 
cause tbe motor to stop if tbe throttle 
Is set down too far. If it is possible to 
use a larger carburetor and intake 
header It is best to do so, for if the 
intake valves, are made larger more 
Mixture can be accommodated. The 
frictional loss in tbo motor is reduced 
somewhat by removing one of the pis- 
ton rings, but If the pistons have but 
two narrow rings this should not be 
done. Ughter pistons will help mat- 
toes metertally. Some use pistons of 
magaaliuna, steel or semisteel, while 
others take the old pistons and drill 
holes In tbesa. Care ehould be taken 
in doing this work that each piston 
weighs the same as any of the other 
pistons. If possible use lighter con- 
necting rods, but it would not do to 
remove metal from the old ones, for 
the strength might be impaired. New 
rods of stronger metal and thinner sec- 
tions or hollow rods are better. 


A pressure oHtaff system with a hand

The ose of denatured alcohol is sim-

If 
the carbon deposit is slight it usually 
is not difficult to be removed, but if 
the deposit is a heatr one it may be 
necessary to remove the spark plugs 
of the cylinders to be operated on and 
fill the combustion chambers with al- 
cohol, leaving it to soak overnight It 
is obvious that only two cylinders of 
a four cylinder engine can be treated 
at tbe same time, for the simple rea- 
sons that white two of the pistons are 
at the top of the stroke the other two 
will be at the bottom. The alcohol 
can be removed with a gun. When tbe 
engine is started up the carbon. If suf- 
ficiently loosened, will be thrown out 
Of course the treatment will vary ia 
proportion to tbe thickness and hard- 
ness of the deposit.
